5 of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 
1952), by the East India Jute and Hessian Exchange Limited, 
43, Nctaji Subhash Road, Calcutta, and being satisfied that 
it would be in the interest of the trade and also in the 
public interest so to do, hereby grams, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by Section 6 of the said Act, recognition 
to the said Exchange for a further period of one year from 
the 29th March, 1983 to the 28th March, 1984 (both days 
inclusive) in respect of forward contracts in raw jute (includ¬ 
ing mesta) in the States of West Bengal, Bihar, Assam, Megha¬ 
laya.
